Don’t raise your son to be a 
football hero, or he may wind 
up a cripple. 


That is the thesis of a Marin 
orthopedic s p e c i a l i s t who 
should know: Dr. Robert P. 
Watkins, vice mayor of Bel­ 
vedere. 


Dr. Watkins, in an Independ- 
ent-Journal 
interview 
today, 
fired a volley at football as the 
bodily contact sport most likely 


to cause injuries that bring 
trouble in later years. 


He advised parents: “The 
astute 
parent 
will 
t a k e 
enough interest in his chil­ 
dren so that at a very early 
age the child’s interests in 
athletics will be in a field 
away from the high hazards 
of football.” 


The Belvedere physician has 


ample opportunity to observe 
the effects of football injuries. 
He is consulting orthopedist at 
San Quentin Prison. 
“Every 
Monday 
morning,” 
he said, “ 1 see the results of 
their weekend games when I 
call on my prison patients.” 
What concerns Dr. Watkins 
most, however, is not the pres­ 
ent injury of the grid player; 
it is the recurrence in later 
years. 


“It is obvious,” he declar­ 
ed, “that those parts of the 
human body which are dam­ 
aged in vounger years tend 
to 
deteriorate 
at 
a 
more 
accelerated pace than other 
parts of the body with the 
passage of years.” 


F urther trouble develops, he 
holds, 
because 
the 
athlete, 
proud of his prowess, is loath 
to give up the sport. 


“Athletes 
who 
receive 
in-; 
juries 
almost 
invariably 
en­ 
deavor to continue in sports 
as the years slip by, further 
aggravating 
the 
d a m a g e d 
body,” is the way he put it. 


The spectacle of two teams 
of strong young men, clothed j 
in the 2 0 th century arm or of 
football uniforms and locked 
in violent struggle, is one that 
fills the nation's stadiums each 


autum n weekend. But, declar- 
ed Dr. Watkins: “The price 
we’re paying for this enter­ 
tainment is far too high.” 


The doctor pointed out that 
he does not condemn sports 
generally, nor even all physical 
contact sports, as there are 
occasional injuries in all type* 
of physical endeavor. 


But football, to the doctor, 
is the villain.

“preconceived ideas of a char­ 
ter” and were, in fact, a “stack­ 
ed board of freeholders.” 
Nothing that has happened 
since has satisfied him that the 
charter was not preconceived, 
he said. 


WOMEN VOTERS? 
Later in the program, Kea­ 
ton hinted broadly that the 
preconceiving was the work of 
the League of Women Voters. 
Mrs. Wurtz called the char­ 
ter a document “tailored to 
Marin County,” and likened the 
county organization it would 
provide to that of a well-run 
business or a school district, 
with directors to set policy and 
trained professional personnel 
to carry out that policy. 
Confusion and operation at 
cross-purposes now exists in 
county affairs because depart­ 
ment heads are elected, she 
maintained. 
Another advantage, she said, 
would be the adaptability of 
the charter—it could be chang­ 
ed by local vote, rather than by 
vote of the whole state Legis­ 
lature as is necessary to change 
general state law. 


CITES TAX SAVING 
Finally, said Mrs. Wurtz, the 
charter would extract “more 
cents 
from 
the 
tax 
dollar 
through greater efficiency.” 
Bagley challenged the effi­ 
ciency argument. “In the short 
run,” he said, “we might get 
efficiency,” but some “indirec­ 
tions” are necessary, because 
government must not proceed 
so efficiently on its course that 
no time or heed is given to 
“voices 
expressing 
differing 
interests.” 
Bagley took issue with the 
argument that the supervisors 
would set policy and the ap­ 
pointed manager would merely 
carry it out. “It is a naive ap­ 
proach to say he wouldn’t set 
policy,” Bagley said. He would 
appoint all of the department 
heads under him, and the in­ 
evitable result would be that 
policy would be shaped by his 
professional philosophy, not by 
the supervisors, Bagley con­ 
tended. 
SCHOOL DISPUTE 
As to the analogy to school 
i boards 
and 
their 
appointed 


school administrators, he said, 
“witness the controversy now 
going on in the Independent- 
Journal” over educational poli­ 
cies. This is a good example, he 
declared, that elected boards 
do not always set the policy— 
“the professional men under 
them usually tell them what to 
do.” 
The program’s usual ques- 
tion-and-answer session brought 
up a heated argument over the 
role of the League of Women 
Voters in drafting the charter. 
The questioner asked if this 
is not the first time the league 
has departed from its tradition­ 
al policy of merely studying 
public questions and has made 
“flat statements” on one side 
of an issue. 
Mrs. Wurtz, an active League 
member, said the League some 
years ago recommended a char­ 
ter for Marin provided it con­ 
tained “certain specific things.” 
When it found this charter con­ 
tains those things, the league 


supported it, she said. 


“It is not a complete coinci­ 
dence,” Bagley observed drily, 
“that, the charter provisions 
conform to the League's views. 


“I detect an animosity to­ 
ward a particular group,” de­ 
clared Mrs. Schultz. 


Another questioner suggest­ 
ed that public managers “quick­ 
ly assume dictatorship.” 


Mrs. Schultz said, .“Look at 
the record” of successful pub­ 
lic management, “instead of 
looking under the bed for bo­ 
geymen.”

Isles Must Be

WASHINGTON

Not so long ago, a high British 
official was telling his audience 
of newspapermen here about 
the folly of trying to defend 
two little bits of “indefensible” 
land—Quemoy and Matsu. 
A listener asked: “But, sir, 
what would Great Britain do if 
Red 
China 
attacked 
Hong 
Kong?” 
“Why, fight, of course!” re­ 
sponded the Britisher automati­ 
cally. 


And there you have it. The 
Britisher chose to fight back 
rather than accept retreat be­ 
cause British interests were 
directly involved in Hong 
Kong and the issue was clear 
to him. But speaking of “in­ 
defensible,” there is no bet­ 
ter example of a potential 
military push-over than Hong 
Kong. 


It is an unfortunate and mis­ 
leading myth to call Quemoy 
and Matsu “indefensible.” It 
would require a very substan­ 
tial amphibious operation to 
take them. 
But the real tragedy is that 
so many persons all over the 
world are apparently so wear­ 
ied of crisis that retreat is pre­ 
ferred to resistance-—especially 
if that retreat takes place in a 
part of the world remote geo­ 
graphically from their own bor­ 
ders, and remote from any real 
comprehension of the issues at 
stake.

“fight, of course,” for Hong 
Kong.

Since the “man in the street” 
is so often confused and defeat­ 
ist about Quemoy and Matsu, it 
is perhaps useful to remember 
that the man in the street has 
been tragically wrong in the 
past.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. UR

to the tune of a half-billion dol­ 
lars a year. 
That’s how much it’s costing 
us to let dogs lead a dog’s life, 
said Harry Miller, one of the 
nation’s leading canine con­ 
noisseurs and director of the 
Gaines Dog Research Center. 
M i l l e r pegs the nation’s 
pooch population at 25 million, 
which includes 113 recognized 
breeds,* one-third of all there 
are. 
NO RECESSION 
“There’s no recession in the 
dog industry,” said Miller. “It’s 
thriving, with 40 per cent of 
the nation’s homes having one 
or more dogs. We figure the 
total gross last year, including 
sale of puppies, food, shows, 
medical expenses and other­ 
wise, was well over $500 mil­ 
lion.” 
Biggest item, he explained, 
was 325 million dollars for dog 
food, the likes of which Mother 
Hubbard’s 
Cupboard 
n e v e r 
imagined. 
There are canned 
foods, meal types, baked goods, 
frozen foods and special pre­ 
scription foods. Then there are 
diets aimed at reducing obese 
dogs, those to aid the kidneys 
of aging dogs, other high pro­ 
tein diets for dogs who are un­ 
der stress, and menus for just 
about every condition imagin­ 
able.

“For the most part,” said 
Miller, “dogs are treated as 
members of the family. They 
get sick and old like humans, j 
and they get medicine and hos­ 
pitalization in the same man­ 
ner.” 
Miller’s book “Puppy and 
Dog Care” 
is a 
best-seller 
among dog owners, and its pro­ 
ceeds go to the Cornell Re­ 
search Laboratory for Diseases 
of Dogs. But there are as many 
varied publications on dogs as 
cross-breeds.

You can, for example, get a 
national listing of hotels and 
motels which do not discrimi­ 
nate against dogs if you’re 
traveling. There’s a pamphlet 
on dog names; there’s one that 
tells you how to enjoy a dog 
show, another on how to groom 
your dog, and one entitled, i 
“Our Dog’s Health Record,” in 
which you record all his shots, 
treatments and visits to the 
veterinarian, a counterpart to 
the “Our Baby” book.

Harvard University gynecolo­ 
gist said yesterday a 50-cent 
pill to prevent pregnancy has 


j proved 100 per cent effective 
in a two and one-half year test. 
Dr. John Rock, clinical pro­ 
fessor emeritus of gynecology 
at the Harvard Medical School, 
told a news conference called 
by 
the 
Planned 
Parenthood 
Assn. of San Francisco, Inc., 
that results were decisive in 
experiments with 285. women 
in Puerto Rico and also in Los 
Angeles. He said there were 
no lasting side effects. 
Dr. 
Rock’s views 
differed 
markedly from those of two 
physicians who tested the pills 
and reported results at the 
American Medical Assn. con­ 
vention here last June. 
Drs. Edward T. Tyler and 
Henry J. Olson of the UCLA 
Medical School said that in 
tests covering 3,082 woman- 
months there were 22 preg­ 
nancies for a 9.3 per cent rate, 
about the same rate as for 
other contraceptive methods. 
The drug is a synthetic com­ 
pound, chemically related to 
sex hormones, that halts pro­ 
duction of eggs in the female 
ovary, Dr. Rock said. Egg pro­ 
duction resumes when the pill 
taking stops, he added.

URGED FOR MOTORISTS 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A spokesman for 
the American Medical, Assn. believes that any 
driver who has had more than a single bottle of 
beer or one shot of hard liquor should not be al­ 
lowed at the wheel of an automobile. 
This belief was expressed yesterday by Dr. 
Horace E. Campbell, vice chairman of the AMA’s 
committee on automobile injuries and deaths. He 
spoke before the convention of motor vehicles 
administrators. 
Campbell attacked the court-accepted idea that 
a driver is not drunk unless his blood alcohol con­ 
tent is .15 per cent or more. 
“No one with a blood alcohol content over .30 
per cent by weight should drive or attempt to drive 
a motor vehicle,” he said. 
He admitted that the American public, prob­ 
ably would never accept such a strict limit. 
Consequently, he suggested a reading of .05 
per cent— more than two beers or two, shots of 
whisky. • He said a driver found with this limit 
should face a sure $50 fine on the first arrest.

These Tips Will Help 


Students Pass Exams 


LOS ANGELES 1/0—Millions 
of students are back in class 
wondering if they have what 
it takes to shine as scholars. 
They should lend an ear to 
Dr. Leslie N. Nason, professor 
of education at the University 
of Southern California. He’s 
specialized for 20 years in the 
helping students do better at 
exams. 
Study habits, he says, can 
make all the difference. And 
he has a lot of helpful hints. 
Here are some he devised 
for 
college 
freshmen—“the 
freshman year is an ideal time 
to cultivate proper methods”— 
but which should'benefit stu­ 
dents at other levels: 
“1. Read the material in the 
tfable of contents of whatever 
book you are studying. 
“2. Read the first paragraph 
or two of the first chapter. 
“3. Skim through the chap­ 
ter rapidly. 
“4. Read the summary at the 
end of the chapter. 
“Then 
start 
reading 
the 
chapter carefully. At the end 
of each paragraph, ask your­ 
self, ‘What did the writer say?’ 
And if you can’t answer this 
question, you were reading too 
slowly. 
“Slow reading allows extran­ 
eous thoughts and material to 
penetrate 
the 
consciousness. 
Reading faster serves to whip 
the mind to a faster rate of op­ 


eration, thus limiting the cir­ 
cle of perception exclusively to 
| the material at hand.” 
On lectures: 
“You have to prepare for the 
lecture by glancing at the ma­ 
terial to be lectured on before­ 
hand. You get an over-all pat­ 
tern in mind. You are filling 
up mind space which is not 
utilized by the lecturer. He’s 
not talking fast enough to fill 
up your mind. 
“There is a little game you 
ought to play. If the lecturer 
is too slow, try to anticipate 
what he will say about the sub­ 
ject. If you do that, then the 
entire circle of perception is 
filled either with the lectur­ 
er’s ideas or with the over-all 
pattern of the subject matter.”

Informed sources said Adams 
received direct word from the 
vacationing president this week 
that it is entirely up to Adams 
whether he should r e s i g n . 
These sources said the Presi­ 
dent and his aides are deter­ 
mined to do nothing that could 
be interpreted by Adams as 
pressure on him to quit. 
These same sources noted 
that the President’s current at­ 
titude is something less than 
the vote of confidence he gave 
Adams 
several 
months 
ago 
when he said “ I need him.” 
At the same time. GOP in­ 
formants said that if Adams 
goes, the likelihood is that E i­ 
senhower will not name a sin- 


I gle successor to his “ chief of 
staff.” but rather will spread 
Adams’ duties among several 
White House staff members. 
Many Republicans feel that 
Adams’ usefulness to the ad­ 
ministration was doomed by 
the Democratic sweep in the 
Sept. 8 Maine elections. Al- 
1 though the Adams case was not 
an open issue in the Maine cam­ 
paign. a number of top Repub­ 
licans believe that the GOP 
cause has been hurt by his re­ 
tention and that he must go be­ 
fore the November congression­ 
al elections.

Linemen Real Headline-Makers 


Although Backs Make Headlines 


As I was saying when interrupted by 
a sneaky L.A. Ram 40 to 38 victory over 
the mighty 49ers . . . the backfield men 
are the makers of headlines, but the 
linemen are the headliner makers. 
This is especially true of pro football 
where one missed assignment will let 
a thoroughly competent defensive man 
sift into a developing play and really 
gum up the works. 
For real delight in football strategy, 
forget about the ball carrier | ---------------- 
for a few minutes and pick out 
onfe offensive or defensive line­ 
man 
and 
watch him 
work 
through one series of downs. 
You will quickly learn wheth­ 
er or not that man is really 
putting out and doing a job, or 
if he is dogging. 
In a league game with the 
chips down, a quarterback must 
quickly find out which of his 
linemen are handling the op­ 
position and which are not. If 
an opposing lineman can not 
be overpowered he must be 
out-finessed, as they say in 
bridge. But, if both of these 
tactics fail you can be sure that 
few, if any, plays are to be 
called through that spot. 
As pointed out before, this 
doesn’t always hold true in the 
pre-season exhibition contests. 
A point in example, we pick­ 
ed out big Bob St. Clair to 
watch for a while against the 
Browns. On a Brownie kickoff, 
St. Clair stands out like the 
Empire State Building as he 
lines up with three teammates 
on about the 20 yard line await­ 
ing the whistle. Up goes the 
pigskin and down into the arms 
of J. D. Owens who takes off 
up the middle and then swings 
to the right. Ahead of him are 
the four blockers who were on 
the 20. One attacker is cut 
down, and another is zeroing in 
on Smith, and Bob St. Clair has 
a clear shot at him with the op­ 
portunity of giving Smith at 
least 10 more yards . . . maybe 
more.

Heart Machines/ One Designed 


By Marinite, Do Well In Tests 


By DELOS SMITH 


NEW YORK (UPD-—Two rival 
machines were pitted against 
one another in substituting for 
the hearts and lungs of 71 men 
and women undergoing “open 
heart” surgery, and it is a 
mark of high degree of me­ 
chanical perfection that both 
machines came through beauti­ 
fully. 
The surgical team which con­ 
ducted the extended compari­ 
son of machines capable of 
taking over the most vital func­ 
tions of the human body report­ 
ed that th^ critical question no 
longer was the capability of the 
machine, but the skills of the 
surgical team using it. 


The trial was conducted In 
Stanford University Hospital, 
San Francisco. The designers 
of the rival machines—Dr. 
John L. Osborn of Belvedere 
and Dr. Denis G. Melrose of 
London—were members of 
the surgical team. 
In 39 operations performed 
with the aid of the Osborn ma­ 
chine, there was only one death 
attributable 
to the 
patient’s 
blood not having been properly 
perfused with oxygen while it 
was out of his body and in the 
machine. In 31 operations per­ 
formed with the Melrose ma­ 
chine, there also was only one 
such death. 
It must be kept in mind that 


patients who undergo “open 
heart” surgery have a very 
serious, life-threatening defect 
inside their hearts. The sur­ 
geon goes inside and corrects 
the defect. If he can see what 
he is doing, his chances for 
success are practically 100 per 
cent—provided the defect is 
correctable. 
The 
lung-heart 
machine 
makes it possible for him to 
see what he is doing. The 
heart is “open” because the 
circulating blood is diverted 
by a pump into the machine 
where it receives oxygen, (as 
it would have received from 
the lungs normally) and then 
pumped back into the body. 
Thus, both heart and lungs 
are cut out of the blood cir­ 
cuit and the surgeon's sharp 
eyes and dextrous hands are 
unimpeded by a flow of blood 
through the heart. 
After the trial, the surgical 
team, which was headed by Dr.

In 
that, the machines were equal, 
but the Melrose machine was 
easier to maintain in apple-pie 
order for use on a routine basis 
“five times a week.” 


However, the machine has 
been rebuilt so all parts which 
come into contact with blood 
can be replaced with new ones 
after each operation, and the 
new ones can be sterilized by 
super-heated steam under pres­ 
sure. This modified Melrose 
machine will be the standard 
machine at Stanford from now 
on.

Pf. Reyes Project Deserves 
Fair Supervisors Hearing 


It is inconceivable that a body like 
the Marin Board of Supervisors, which 
supposedly represents all the people of 
the county, would take a firm stand on 
a national project of direct local interest 
without at least hearing both sides of the 
story. 
But that's exactly what the supervis­ 
ors did Tuesday, by a 4 to 1 vote. They 
listened to a presentation by a group of 
West Marin property owners definitely 
opposed to the Pt. Reyes seashore recre­ 
ational and park program. They then 
voted to “support the ranchers” in “re­ 
sisting” the park plan. 
Now we haven t made up our minds 
yet whether the proposed federal sea­ 
shore resort area is the best possible use 
of Pt. Reyes. There are arguments on 
both sides. But we have read the Na­ 
tional Park Service's preliminary report 
on the project, and we have attended 
saveral meetings at which it was thor­ 
oughly discussed. Even so, we feel more 
work should go into the project before 
we would be in a position to state defin­ 
itely that this particular plan is either 
good or bad. 
Even the federal government hasn’t 
made up its mind. Thus far there exists 
only the “preliminary report.” .Even the 
federal government wants to look fur­ 
ther into the situation. 
Yet the Board of Supervisors takes 
an opposition stand and it doesn't even 
have an official copy of the report. 


We'll guess that not all of them have 
read the report or actually know exactly 
what the Park Service proposes. 
We know there never has been an 
official presentation to the board by 
proponents of the project. As a m atter 
of fact, at least two supervisors reported 
they had told proponents of the recrea­ 
tion area not to attend last Tuesday’s 
hearing because “they would have a 
hearing later on.” 
Instead, the board passed a motion to 
help “resist” the project. 
Only Vera 
Schultz opposed, on the plea it needed 
more study. 
This action certainly was not one 
which represents the people of Marin 
County. 
It represents the opinion of 
one small segment. The supervisors 
haven't even heard whether the rest of 
the county supports or opposes such a 
stand. 
This is not a district problem of inter­ 
est only to residents of the area in which 
the proposed park is located. This is 
something which involves the people of 
the entire county, their tax money and 
the county’s land use. It is a serious 
problem, involving a 12 million dollar 
acquisition investment by the federal 
government and then more millions to 
develop a 28,000 acre playground. 


Certainly it deserves more consider- 
• ation than it got from the supervisors. 
We hope that it gets it.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—An 
attempt 
to 
modernize 
the 
handling of legislation is seen 
in Prop. 9, on the Nov. 4 gen­ 
eral election ballot. 
The measure would elimin­ 
ate the so-called 30-day con­ 
stitutional 
recess, 
a 
move 
which the sponsors say has 
been 
recommended 
by 
a 
group of leading political sci­ 
entists, as well as the Citizens 
Legislative Advisory Commis­ 
sion. 


AT THE PRESENT time, 
the Legislature meets in gen­ 
eral session in January of odd- 
numbered years, and for 30 
days, introduces bills. It acts 
during this first half of the 
session only on emergency 
matters. 
Then, the solons recess, and 
return to their homes theor­ 
etically to give the public op­ 
portunity 
to 
“digest” 
the 
thousands of proposed bills 
which have been presented. 
Returning, the Legislature 
works for the remainder of 
the 120 days in passing, re­ 
jecting, or ignoring the meas­ 
ures which have been present­ 
ed. 


THE THEORY that the 30- 
day recess gives the people 
opportunity to “digest” the 
bills in this modern day and 
age is a fallacy. Even the leg­ 
islative counsel, who is re­ 
quired to publish a digest, sel­ 
dom can get it out by the time 
the 
Legislature 
renews 
its 
sessions following the recess. 
This is because the bills 
have increased in number to 
several thousand. 
Many of 
them are technical in nature, 
have little or no general inter­ 
est, and apply only to a spe­ 
cial interest. 
The result is something like 
chaos in handling the mass of 
legislation, and as well, it per­ 


mits 
the 
adoption 
of 
the 
“sleepers,” which no one man­ 
ages to spot until the bill is 
adopted, signed and on the 
statute books. 


SO ANY i m p r o v e m e n t 
would be welcomed. Whether 
the constitutional amendment 
as proposed in November is 
the correct answer or not, 
cannot be determined until it 
has a chance to operate. But 
at least in theory, it would 
' permit a better understand­ 
ing and conception of propos­ 
ed laws before they go into 
effect. 
Also, the proposal would 
probably cut down the num­ 
ber of bills introduced, as 
they could be given the Legis­ 
lature any time during the 
session, but could not be act­ 
ed upon for 30 days subse­ 
quent to introduction.

Incredible as it may seem, 
the Corte Madera Town Coun­ 
cil has held regular budget 
sessions since late June and 
has not yet decided on a final 
budget. 
It’s true, a tax rate has been 
set. The town is assured of 
about $220.000 revenue from 
various sources. 
It’s true, also, that on Mon­ 
day night the council manag­ 
ed to decide on budgets for 
the police and fire depart­ 
ments. (Of course, they may 
be changed later.) 
According to my calcula­ 
tions about $65,000 is left for 
“controversial” expenditures 
which the council left to the 
last to decide upon. 
These 
figures 
by 
them­ 
selves do not indicate the ex­ 
treme gloom that is setting in. 
The councilmen themselves 
have said on occasion: “Let's 
face it; we’re not getting any­ 
where.” 


EVEN TO SOMEONE paid 
to attend their meetings (such 
as myself), it is difficult to 
fight down a feeling of frenzy 
as the councilmen talk and 
talk and seem to get nowhere. 
After attending about 10 of 
these seemingly futile budget 
sessions, one begins to form 
a few conclusions. 
First, one looks at the cast 
of characters. Three council­ 
men were elected in April: 
Mayor William 
R. Hansen, 
who was appointed a short 
time before he ran for elec­ 
tion; Robert Scoville, who had 
served on the town park and 
recreation commission; 
and 
Edward W. Colthurst, who 
was a planning commission 
member and volunteer fire­ 
man. 
Two councilmen are hold­ 
overs: Walter S. Long and 
Roger F. Morse. 


IN DISCUSSION and vot­ 
ing, Long and Scoville often 
agreed. On the other side of 
the fence usually are Morse 
and Colthurst. The mayor ap­ 
pears to w'aver between the 
two camps. 
Every one of the council­ 
men has spoken out for econ­ 
omy. But agreeing on how to 
define economy when it comes

to a specific item proved more 
difficult. 
For instance, on Monday 
night C o u n c i l m a n 
Long 
thought economy would best 
be served if no new $20,000 
pumper for the fire depart­ 
ment was purchased. Let’s 
wait and see if the merger 
with Larkspur goes through, 
he said. 
Councilman Morse, on the 
other 
hand, 
reasoned 
that 
with or without a merger a 
new truck will be needed to 
service new homes in the Ma­ 
rin 
Estates 
and 
Mariner’s 
Cove 
subdivisions 
east 
of 
Highway 101. 
When the council got ready 
to 
vote, 
Long 
wanted 
to 
assure himself that approving 
the new pumper was “not ir­ 
revocable.” 


IT APPEARS that the Corte 
Madera Council has given up 
trying to operate on majority 
rule. It is trying to operate 
with a series of unanimous 
decisions. Anything not unani­ 
mous can be revoked. 
A variation on the same 
theme: When a councilman 
is absent from a meeting and 
learns afterward that an ac­ 
tion was taken which he dis­ 
approves, the whole matter is 
taken up again. 
Below the surface, two un­ 
answered questions continue 
to plague the council: 
1. Will Corte Madera merge 
with Larkspur? 
2. Will the county take over 
some of the town’s municipal 
services? 
M o s t 
frequently 
mentioned is handing over po­ 
lice duties to the sheriff’s 
office. 


THERE IS NO answer yet 
to either question. The Lark­ 
spur and Corte Madera coun­ 
cils have not yet put a merger 
proposal to a vote of their 
communities. 
While the county board of 
supervisors has e x p r e s s e d 
willingness to provide sher­ 
iff’s office patrol in Corte Ma­ 
dera “provided a mutually 
satisfactory contract could be 
arranged,” 
nothing definite 
has been proposed by Corte 
Madera.

WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
Quemoy crisis has been get­ 
ting the big headlines, but 
thoughtful citizens r e a l i z e 
that the clearest present dan­ 
ger to their future well being 
is something else. 
That something else is in­ 
flation, the catastrophic reduc­ 
tion of the purchasing power 
of the U. S. dollar to buy the 
necessities of life. 
The Quemoy crisis is what 
FDR used to call “iffy.” If, for 
example, Red China tries to 
take the near-shore National­ 
ist islands there will be fight­ 
ing between Communist and 
U. S. armed forces. 
If the Kremlin so wills it, 
that fighting would lead to 
all-out atomic war. 
“Iffy” is not the word for 
inflation nor for the money 
crisis 
which 
menaces 
the 
United States and every in­ 
habitant thereof down to the 
last born infant. The imme­ 
diate bad news which the citi­ 
zens somehow do not seem to 
grasp is that a Republican ad­ 
ministration voted into the 
White House on an economy 
pledge has been unable to 
make good on it. 
This 
administration 
con­ 
ceded last week that the fed­ 
eral government would go in 
the red in this fiscal year by 
about 12 billion dollars. The 
impact of this over-spending 
on the value of the dollar in 
your pocket or your dollar in 
the bank could be severe. 
There 
is 
nothing 
“iffy” 
about the accumulating fiscal 
year deficit nor about its im­ 
pact on the dollar’s purchas­ 
ing power. The chilling fact is 
that the dollar already has 
shrunk by half in the past 20 
years. It is a foyr-bit dollar 
now and going down. 
The citizens may begin to 
get the word on inflation if 
the President and Congress 


are able to accumulate enough 
courage to try either of two 
moves—or to make both at 
the same time—which might 
check the inflationary spiral. 
One move would be to cut 
spending in a big way where 
it would hurt — in veterans* 
benefits and all subsidies, for 
example. The other would be 
to raise taxes, also in a big 
way. A hike in the gasoline 
tax is now being discussed. 


The citizens would get the 
word, right enough, in such 
circumstances and, doubtless, 
turn enough heat on Presi­ 
dent and Congress to defeat 
the economies and prevent 
major tax increases.

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Stamp Honors Fighter 


For Hungarian Freedom 


Two hew postage stamps, 
honoring a man whom many 
Americans may fail to identify, 
will go on sale at Marin post 
offices Saturday. 


The 
stamps, 
a 
four-cent 
ochre and an eight-cent red. 
blue and ochre tricolor, will 
have first day sale tomorrow 
at Washington, D. C. They are 
additions to the Post Office 
Department’s series honoring 
"champions of liberty.” 


The man pictured is Lajos 
Kossuth, whose fiery advocacy 
of liberty for the people of 
Hungary landed him in prison 
for four years, later put him 
in the Hungarian parliament 
and finally exiled him to the 
United States after the revolu­ 
tion of his people had been put 
down in blood by the Austrian 
and Russian armies — more 
than a century before a simi­ 
lar 
revolt 
in 
Hungary was 
quelled by the guns and bayo­ 
nets of Soviet Russia. 


Kossuth 
was 
arrested 
in 
1836, when 30 years old, for 
espousing sovereign rights for 
the Magyar people. He was im­ 


prisoned four years in the Joz- 
sef barracks in Budapest. 
Late in 1848, Hungary re­ 
volted against Austrian rule. 
On April 14, 1849, Kossuth pre* 
sented to the Hungarian Diet, 
of which he was a member, a 
declaration of independence. 
It was adopted by acclamation. 


But even as the diet acted,, 
Austria was arranging for a 
Russian army to invade Hun­ 
gary. 


The war of Magyar indepen­ 
dence ended in defeat in the 
summer of 1849. Kossuth was 
among some 5,000 who fled 
into exile. 
Later, he made a triumph­ 
ant tour of the United States, 
and was honored by being the 
first foreign dignitary ever in­ 
vited to address the U. S. Sen­ 
ate. He lived out a long life in 
Italy, agitating always for free­ 
dom for Hungary. 
The Post Office Department 
is issuing 120 million of the 
four-cent Kossuth stamps and 
40 million of the eight-cent, re­ 
ported Warren Williams, San 
Rafael postmaster. 


Voters Will Find Two Hot 
Tax Questions On Ballot 


By JOHN M O RG A NTH ALE R 
SACRAMENTO UP—Califor­ 
nia’s voters will rule on two 
hotly argued tax questions on 
Nov. 4. 
Proposition 16 would re-im- 
pose property taxes on paroch­ 
ial schools below collegiate lev­ 
el. Most of them are Roman 
Catholic. Some are Protestant, 
Jewish, or non- sectarian. 
Proposition 17 would lower 
the sales tax from 3 to 2 per 
cent, and change state income 
tax rates to make it easier on 
the low income groups and hit 
the rich harder. It is sponsored 
by the state AFL, but opposed 
by the state CIO. 
Most of the state’s political 
leaders—including both candi­ 
dates for governor—are on rec­ 
ord 
against 
both 
initiative 
measures. 


MATTER OF DISPUTE 
How either would affect tax 
bills is a matter of dispute. 
Proponents of both say ap­ 
proval would lower the average 
Californian’s taxes. Opponents 
say it would raise them. 
The backers of Proposition 
16 are renewing a battle they 
lost in the Legislature, at the 
polls and in the U. S. Supreme 
Court several years ago. 
The 
Legislature 
approved 
tax exemption for parochtel 
schools by a vote of 108-3 in 
1951. When opponents forced 
its submission to the people the 
next year, it squeaked by on a 
vote of 2,441,005 to 2,363,528. 
It was defeated in 32 of the 
58 counties, but got firm ma­ 
jorities in San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, In Mariposa Coun­ 
ty the vote was 1,282 to 1,282. 
The Supreme Court later up­ 


held the law’s constitutionality. 
Opponents argued the tax 
exemption 
is 
a 
subsidy 
to 
churches 
and 
violates 
t h e 
American principle of separa­ 
tion of church and state. 
One argument against Propo­ 
sition 16 is that it would net 
the state less than two million 
dollars in new taxes, and might 


j cost 118 million dollars a year 
to educate the parochial chil- 
j drcn in public schools. 
The fight over Proposition 
17, which has no religious is­ 
sue, is no less vehement. 
Almost all major state of­ 
ficials are arrayed against it. 
| Some say it would wreck the 
state’s finances, costing 50 mil­ 
lion dollars a year in revenue 
at a time when the state al­ 
ready faces ati annual deficit 
of 200 million plus. 


‘TAX RAIDERS’ 
State Treasurer Ronald But­ 
ton withdrew planned October 
sales of bonds because the pos­ 
sibility 
that 
Proposition 
17 
would be approved "has Laised 
serious questions in investors’ 
minds about the state’s finan­ 
cial future.” Backers of the 
measure appeal to the voters to 
"stop the wealthy tax raiders.” 
They say the bigger taxes on 
high incomes would offset the 
reduced revenue from sales 
tax and low-bracket income 
taxes. 


WOULD HALVE RATE 
The present state income tax 
ranges from 1 per cent taxable 
on incomes—after all deduc­ 
tions— below $5,000 up to 6 
per cent on taxable incomes of 
$25,000. 
Proposition 17 would cut the 
rate in half for taxable in­ 


comes below $5,000 and raise 
the rate to a top of 46 per cent 
on all taxable income over 
$50,000. 
¡some state officials, includ­ 
ing Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post and Senate President Pro 
Tern Hugh M. Burns (D-Fres- 
no), say that if Proposition 17 
passes, the Legislature is al­ 
most certain to reimpose the 
sales tax on groceries. 
Food, except that purchased 
in restaurants, was exempted 
in 1935, two years after the 
Legislature 
passed the 
first 
sales tax law’. 
The Board of Equalization 
estimates that a 2 per cent 
sales tax on food would net 
$84,614,000 
in 
fiscal 
1959. 
That would more than offset 
t h e 
50-million-dollar 
deficit 
which State Controller Robert 
C. Kirkwood says would re­ 
sult from approval of Proposi­ 
tion 17.

But a tax on food would de- ! 
feat the main objective of the 
measure’s sponsors—relief for 
the low and middle income 
worker. 
Unlike Proposition 16, Prop­ 
osition 17 has never been on 
the ballot before.

SAN FRANCISCO UR—Cler­ 
gymen publicly chose sides yes­ 
terday on Proposition 16. The 
November 
ballot m e a s u r e 
would repeal tax exemption for 
private and church high and 
grammar schools. 
Bishop James A. Pike of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Califor­ 
nia joined with a group of 
other Protestant clergymen in 
urging a "no” vote on the tax 
exemption repeal measure. 
Deploring what he called re­ 
ligious prejudice among pro­ 
ponents of the measure. Bishop 
Pike declared: 
"One doesn’t have to agree 
with the Roman C a t h o l i c 
Church to feel that in America 
it is not our way to let preju­ 
dice be the basis of tax policy.” 
Endorsement of the proposi­ 
tion was announced by the 
Presbytery of San Francisco, 
comprising 85 P r e s b y te r ia n 
churches in the San Francisco 
area.

C. Election of New Supervisors. 
W itlyn 30 days after the effective 
date of this Charter the Board of 
Supervisors shall order the hold­ 
ing of a special election in the 
manner provided by State law for 
the purpose of electing a member 
of the Board of Supervisors for 
each supervisorial district which 
is not represented by an incum ­ 
bent supervisor; and if the Board 
fails to do so, the Governor shall 
appoint qualified persons to serve 
respectively as members of the 
Board of Supervisors from each 
such unrepresented district.

and (c> all powers granted and 
duties imposed by ordinance of 
the Board of Supervisors enacted 
pursuant to this Charter.

He shall serve at the pleasure of 
the Board, being subject to re­ 
moval from office at any time by 
the affirmative vote of a majority 
of the entire Board of Supervisors.

Acting County Manager. 
Subject to approval of the Board 
of Supervisors, the County Man­ 
ager may designate a county of­ 
ficer or employee to serve as act­ 
ing County Manager in case of 
temporary absence or disability of 
the County Manager or a tempo­ 
rary vacancy in that office, The 
Board of Supervisors may revoke 
such designation at any time, and 
may appoint and remove at will

C o u n t y Administrative 
Head. 
A. Generally. The County Man­ 
ager shall be the administrative 
head of the county government. 
B. 
Responsibility to Board of 
Supervisors. The County Manager 
shall be responsible to the Board 
of Supervisors for the proper con­ 
duct and administration of all af­ 
fairs placed in his charge by or 
pursuant to this'Charter. 
C. Coordination of County Ad­ 
ministration. It is the intent of 
this Charter that all the admin­ 
istrative 
affairs of the County, 
whether under the direct manage­ 
ment and control of the County 
Manager or not. shall be inte­ 
grated and coordinated under the 
general supervision of the County 
Manager in ’the interests of effi­ 
ciency and economy, with respect 
to fiscal and budgetary procedures, 
personnel practices, purchasing of 
supplies and equipment, housing 
accommodations,

and housekeeping practices, and 
the keeping of records other than 
those peculiar to a specific de­ 
partmental function. To this end, 
it shall be the duty of all county 
officers,

to departmental records and files, 
and by observing the administra 
tive procedures and practices es 
tablisned by him, unless excused 
therefrom by the Board of Super­ 
visors. 
§4.05. 
General 
P o w e r s 
and 
Duties. The County Manager shall 
have the 
following powers and 
duties.

G e n e r a l Supervision.

shall coordinate and shall super­ 
vise generally the administration 
of all county functions, depart­ 
ments, and offices (both elective 
and appointive), and devise and 
establish methods to increase ef­ 
ficiency and economy in the con­ 
duct of the administrative affairs 
of the County. 

He shall m an­ 
age and direct all county depart­ 
ments and functions either placed 
in his charge or with respect to 
which he serves as executive offi­

He may re­ 
quire any county administrative 
office, agency, or department to 
report to him on its fiscal and ad­ 
ministrative operations and plans;

Schools, 
and 
certificated school 
personnel ; 
<i0> Chief Probation Officer; 
(11) Lawyers employed on the

County Counsel, and Public D e­ 
fender; 
(12) 
Persons 
employed 
under 
contract 
to render 
professional, 
scientific, 
technical,

expert 
services of an 
occasional char­ 
acter;

other persons who, on the effective 
date of this Charter, hold positions 
included in the classified service, 
shall acquire probationary status, 
and upon serving 6 months from 
the date nf their original appoint­ 
ment shall acquire permanent sta­ 
tus. in the appropriate classifica­ 
tion.

There shall be a Personnel Com­ 
mission consisting of 5 members.

The members of the Personnel 
Commission in office upon the 
effective date of this Charter shall 
continue in office for the terms 
for which they were appointed 
B. 
Appointment, Qualifications, 
and Term. The members of the 
Commission shall be appointed by 
the affirmative vote of a majority 
of the entire Board of Supervisors. 
Members shall have the qualifica­

They smile and play the organ 
and tap dance and listen to 
Welk say things like: “I want 
to show you how nice she’s got 
her fingers fixed up and lip­ 
stick on just like a big girl. 
Isn’t that nice?” 
Well, frankly, Lawrence, no. 
To tell you the truth, there is 
something about child perfor­ 
mers with their cuddly bow 
ties, neatly slicked hair and 
patent leather smiles that 1 
find almost unbearably offen­ 
sive. And when I am forced to 
listen to them playing oom-pah 
music or ersatz Dixieland, I 
get the feeling that they would 
be far better off playing at 
home with their hula-hoops.

But one 
man, who can’t avoid it, finds 
it’s not bad at all. 
“My wife watches me at 
work every morning,” declares 
TV broadcaster Dave Garro­ 
way, “and as a matter of fact 
she’s my best critic. She com­ 
ments on everything from my 
crooked necktie to the day’s 
guest, and offers me very help­ 
ful advice.” 
WIFE HELPS OUT 
Dave attributes many of his 
constructive program sugges­ 
tions to Pamela, his wife. 
“After all,” he says, “50 per 
cent of my viewers are sup­ 
posed to be housewives, so we 
try to pace the program with 
that in mind. I try to ask ques­ 
tions of guests that appeal to 
the average listener. Missiles 
and mental health are just as 
interesting topics for women 
viewers as family topics, it 
would seem.” 
Dave was amazed not long 
ago when he offered the Rocke­ 
feller report, an involved trea­ 
tise on the military aspects of 
international security, to his 
listeners. There were 211,000 
orders from women. 
“Most women want to know 
more about things that jeopard­ 
ize their welfare, security and 
happiness, homes, children and 
husbands. My wife is a new 
mother and she has become 
more interested 
recently in 
world problems because she is 
concerned for our child’s fu­ 
ture.” 
NEVER TOO OLD 
Dave, who is 44, says one is 
never too old to begin a family, 
even if he’ll be old enough to 
collect Social Security when 
the child is entering college. 
“So what if you are 65 when 
your child is 20? Don’t let that 
stand in the way of having a 
family. I expect to have a iew 
more children, at least two I 
within the next 10 years, God 
willing.” 
Dave has one child by a pre­ 
vious marriage. He was in the 
military service when the first 
child was born, and for several 
years after, so he feels he is 
“experiencing fatherhood for 
the first time.” 
BACK TO WORK 
Pamela was a ballet dancer 
and radio producer before she 
married Dave, and some time 
may even want to go back and 
try her hand at working again. 
Dave will not object. 
“Pamela’s only complaint is 
that she doesn’t see enough of 
me. 1 get one day off every two 
weeks. She complains about 
that and so do I,” laughs Dave. 
Although he rises at 4 a.m. 
to get to the broadcasting stu­ 
dio by 5, somehow the time has 
never coincided with the feed­ 
ing time of the baby, David 
Cunningham Garroway. 
“But 
Pamela 
appreciated 
having company during those 
early weeks when she was 
warming the first bottle,” he 
says.

New Trial In 


Sausalito 
Row Asked 


Sausalito City Atty. John B. 
Ehlen has filed a motion for a 
new trial in the case of two city 
employees who o b t a i n e d a 
court order last month direct­ 
ing that they be given a hear­ 
ing before the city’s civil serv­ 
ice board of review. 
The case involves Mrs. Wilma 
Young and Mrs. Hazel Pierac- 
cini, veterans deputies in the 
office of City Clerk Amelie 
Smith. 
Ehlen said his new motion 
has the effect of staying the 
court order until 15 days after 
new trial date has been set. 
Pay cuts for both employees 
were ordered in July, 1956, 
when a survey disclosed that 
although they were not work­ 
ing full-time, they were being 
paid on a monthly basis and 
that the resulting hourly scale 
was higher than that of other 
city em ployees, according to 
City Manager Donald A. Duerr. 
The two women claimed cov­ 
erage under the city’s 1955 
civil service act and contend 
the pay cut was a demotion and 
therefore calls for a hearing be­ 
fore the board of review. 
Judge Thomas F. Keating in 
Marin Superior Court ruled the 
hearing must be granted.
